FIGHTING WITHOUT ORDERS. 


{BY STEPHEN CRANE.] 

In Front of Santiago, July 4, via Old Point 
Comfort, Va., July 13.—[Special.]—The ac- 
tion at San Juan on July 1 was, particularly 
speaking, a soldiers’ battle. It was like 
Inkermann, where the English fought half 
jeaderless all day ina fog. Only the Cuban 
forest was worse than any fog. 

No doubt when history begins to grind out 
her story we will find that many a thunder- 
ing, fine, grand order was given for that. 
day’s work, but, after all, there will be no 
harm in contending that the fighting line, 
the men and their regimental officers, took 

‘ the hill chiefly because they knew they could 
take it, some having no orders and others 
disobeying whatever orders they had. 

In civil life the newspapers would have 
called it a grand, popular movement. It will 
never be forgotten as long as America hasa 

,military history. 

A line of intrenched ‘hills held by men 
armed with a weapon like the Mauser is not 
to be taken by a front attack of infantry 
unless the trenches have first been heavily 
shaken by artillery fire. Any theorist will 
say that it is impossible, and prove it to be 
impossible. 

But it was done, and we owe the success 
to the splendid gallantry of the American 
private soldier. 

From El Paso to San Juan there ts abroad 
expanse of dense forest, spotted infrequently 
with vividly green fields. It is traversed by 
a single narrow road, which leads straight 
between the two positions, fording two little 
streams. Along this rogd had gone our in- 
fantry and also the military balloon. Why 
it was ever taken to such a position nobody 

knows, but there it- was—huge, fat, yellow, 
quivering—being dragged straight into a zone 
of fire that would surely ruin it. - 

There were two officers in the car for the 
greater part of the way and there surely 
were never two men who valued their liyes | 
less. But they both escaped unhurt, while 

_ the balloon sank down, torn to death by the 
bullets that were volleyed at it by the 
nervous Spaniards, who suspected dynamite. 
It was never brought out of the woods where 
it recklessly met its fate. 


Sight to Thrill the Blood. 


In these words, unknown to some, includ- 
ing the Spaniards, was fulminated the gor- 
geous plan of taking an impregnable posi- 
tion. One saw a thin line of black figures 
moving across a field.

Protest Against Increased Taxes 
and Ask for Concessions Which, 


Granted or Not Granted, Will 


Result in Civil Strife.

Madrid,’ July 13.—Since yesterday the 
crown: has been placed face to face witha 
new difficulty of singular gravity by the 
arrival here of an influential deputation 
from the Basque Provinces to protest 
against the recent vote of the Cortes 
to increase the taxes by 20 per cent in order 
to meet the expences in connection with the 
war. The Basque Provinces have from time 
immemorial enjoyed a number of “ fueros "’ 
or prerogatives of an autonomous nature, 
and have formed a specially favored portion 
of the kingdom of Spain. - Among other 
privileges they have enjoyed the right of 
collecting their own taxes, the amount of 
which has been fixed by virtue of a conven- 
tion concluded with the crown. bs 

The object of the Basque deputation in 
coming to Madrid is to protest against any 
increase of taxation, to remind the crown of 
the terms of the convention, and to signify 
the determination of the Basque people to 
abide by its stipulations. What renders the 
matter so serious is the fact that it is the 
Basque Provinces which have always con- 
stituted the backbone of the Carlist cause. 
The various Carlist pretenders have‘never 
failed to promise them to restore all their 
old-time ‘‘ fueros,” some of which are of 
the most extravagant character and quite 
impracticable in modern times. 

The various governments that have suc- 

eded one another here at Madrid have 
constantly been harassed by other prov- 
inces of the kingdom to repeal the Basque 
‘‘fueros”’ as an unjust distinction, and to 


place the people of the northern provinces 


on the same footing, as far as fiscal, mili- 
tary, and civil obligations are concerned, as 
all other Spaniards. Whenever the crown 
has, however, taken any step in this direc- 
tion there have also been signs of insur- 
rection in the North, and it is a significant 
fact that each of the great Carlist wars 
has immediately followed the repeal of 
one or more of the “ fueros.” 

It is obviously out of the question at the 
present moment to exempt the Basque peo- 
ple from the financial obligations to which 
the remainder of the inhabitants are being 
subjected in connection with the war with- 
out creating dangerous discontent in other 
parts of the kingdom, while on the other 
hand there is almost a certainty that in the 
event of the government refusing to con- 
cede the Basque demands the people 
throughout the North will rise against the 
crown and probably call upon Don Carlos to 
head their rebellion. |

FRANCHISES NOT ASKED. 


Sharp Decline in Street Railway 
Securities Foreshadows 
the Delay. 


FENDER-ORDINANCE STANDS. 


The street railway companies had nothing 
for the City Council to do last evening, and 
so the Council adjourned for its summer 
vacation. Its next meeting will be held on 
Monday, Sept. 12. 

There was a little sparring over the time | 
to which the Council should adjourn. As 
soon as the body was called to order, Alder- 
man Jackson moved that the vacation ex- 
tend to Sept. 26. Alderman Powers asked to 
have the date fixed at Sept 12. Alderman 
Jackson refused to accept this alteration, and 
moved a suspension of the rules on his 
motion. This was beaten by a vote of. yeas, 
24, nays, 30, and then Alderman Powers put 
in another ordinance fixing the date at Sept. 
12. Alderman Connor at once moved to 
make the date Sept. 26, and Alderman 
Powers asked to have this laid on the table 
and it wastdone, 39 to 18. The Powers ordi- 
nance, fixing the date at Sept. 12, was then 
passed unanimously. 

There was no ‘epental significance in the 
dispute over the dates except that some of 
the Aldermen seemed to think the street 
railway companies might be ready with 
work for them to do after vacation, and it 
would be just as well to be back early 
to do it. <As it is, the adjournment last 
evening stops all chance of any extension 
ordinances until after vacation. What will 
happen then no man, however well informed, 
Knows now.

Alderman Novak said he did not think the 
ordinance valid, but it was passed by a vote 
of 45 to 16 and a motion to reconsider beaten. 

Alderman Ziehn put in orders compelling | 
street car companies to use lever brakes 
and other safety appliances and stop all 
cars at the near side of boulevards under a 
penalty of $100. Both went to committee. 

Alderman Coughlin had passed an order 
allowing Schlesinger & Mayer to vacate the 
alley between Wabash avenue and State 
street on condition of dedicating another 
in its place. 

Alderman Wiora wanted Manhattan 
Beach suppressed because intoxicating 
drinks are illegally sold there, but the Coun- 
cil laughingly sent his resolution to Cough- 
lin’s Committee on Streets and Alleys South. 

The Finance committee's report provid- 
ing for new bridges at Addison, Lawrence, 
and Kedzie avenues was passed amidst 
great confusion, all the Aldermen indulging 
in basket throwing and book throwing and 
other horse play, and the Mayor adjourned 
the Council because It was impossible to do 
any more business.

“LEVEE” DISTRICT ADDS TO ITS 
JULY HOMICIDE RECORD. 


Harry Butler Kills Christ Passolo, a 
Peddler, and Says He Did It Because 
the Man Struck Him with «a Whip— 
I. W. Zeller, in a Clark Street Sa- 
Joon, Shoots Henry Wollbaum, Who 
Dies While on the Way to the a 
ty Hospital. 


Two more murders were committed in the 
‘‘levee”’ district yesterday, making four 
within ten days. Harry Butler, 18 years 
old, shot and instantly killed Christ Possolo, 
a peddler, in the afternoon, and in the morn- 
ing Henry Wallbaum was fatally shot sb 
saloon by William Zeller. 

The shooting of Possolo took place in the 
rear of 108 Sherman street, where he had 
driven his wagon to sell his wares to Mrs. 
Maggie Reidmiller. Butler, was arrested, 
Hie admitted the shooting. 

With Possolo was Ralph Tucker, a sles 
bor’s boy, 12 years old, who was a witness 
of the shooting. When the peddler got off 
his wagon to ask the occupant of the houge 


at 108 Sherman street if she wished to buy 


auything some boys in the alley called him 
‘*dago.”’ He went to the crowd, but Ralph 
Tucker says he glid not attack the boys. 
Butler, who was in the crowd, shot the ped- 
dler, and then they all ran. The shot took 
effect just above Pcssolo’s heart. 

Mrs. Reidmiller heard the shot and saw 
Possolo fall. She says all the boys ran 
away before the shot was fired except But- 
ler...She says she did not see the peddler 
strike any of the boys. Several occupants 
of the houses in the vicinity saw Butler as 
he-ran through the alley. B. F. Caulfield, 
477 South Wood street, gave a descriptiqn 
of the murderer to the police. 

‘One of the boys called him a dagoand he 
came at us and struck me witha whip,” sald 
Butler to. Lieutenant Golden. 
he struck me I shot him. 
fall I ran to escape arrest.”’ 

Butler has been in the Industrial School 
at Glenwood. He has no home. His father 
and mother are dead. Possolo lived at 182 
West Polk street. 

Henry Wallbaum was shot in a saloon at 


D47 Clark street by I. W. Zeller, who is under | 


arrest at the Harrison Street Police Station. 
Wallbaum formerly qwned the saloon, and 
is said to have sold it to Zeller. Wallbaum 
left Chicago ‘for Germany some time ago, 
but returned after he had been in New York 
a few days. Zeller, who had been his bar- 
tender, was left in charge of the place, and 
he claims that he purchased it on May 1. 
Mrs. Wallbaum denies the purchase, and 
says Zeller said he would ‘kill her peri y 
on his return. 

According to Zeller’s ‘eters, Wallbaut 
entered the saloon intoxicated and ordered 
him from behind the bar. Zeller refused to 
go and Wallbaum threatened him. Wall- 
baum went behind the bar and Zeller seized 
him by the arms. Then Walibaum fired one 
shot, which did not take effect. In self- de- 
fense Zeller says he then took the revolver 
from Wallbaum and fired three shots, two 
of which struck Wallbaum in the. head. 
Wallbaum fell unconscious and died while 
the police were taking him to the County 
Hospital. Zeller made no attempt to escape. 
He 1s 30 years old and is married. He has 
been in this country but a short time. Wah. 
baum was 39 years old.
